Y Laf was a Complaint againft the To- 
ries; and to Day I intend to Congratulate 
the Whigs upon their entring into a New 
Year and a New Scene of Affairs.

The 
Nation may now be made eafy, and calm all the Feuds 
and Animofities ef Parties, which have fo long Ruffled 
and Molefted us) The grand Struggle is over: All our 
publick Securities are made goed to us ; and nothing is 
wanting to fatisfie every true Englifhman and fincere 
Protefant, upon what folid and durable Foundations 
our Religion, Laws and Liberties, are confirm’d to us, 
and entail’d upon fucceeding Generations. 

According to the beft Advices fent us by the Whigs 
and their », bag the Demife of the Crown happend 
pon Thurfday the 24th of December, being Cdri/tma- 

ve, at Four of the Clock in the Morning, in the Year 
One thoufand feven hundred and thirteen. All Ages, 
Sexes, Ranks and Orders of Men, at firft hearing of the 
ill News, were affected with the deepeft Sorrow ; and 
a general Panick ran through the whole Kingdom. For 
along Time we were Diftraéted and Inconfolable ; in 
the utmoft Horror and Confufion, upon the Lofs of our 
moft Excellent Queen, who then became Immortal : 
But thefe black Clouds were foon difpers'd, our Fears 
and Jealoufies vaniflid, and we revived from a deplo- 
rible State of Grief and Mifery, at the firft Joyful Ti- 
dings of the happy Acceffion of Her moft Sacred Maye/ty 
Queen ANNE the Second (whom GOD long pre- 
ferve) to the Throne of Her Anceftors ; The Nature 
of our Monarchy being fuch, that immediately after the 
Death of the Perfon in Poffeffion, the Crown, by 
Right of Inheritance, defcends to the next Heir, with- 
but any previous Formalities and Conditions, or ad- 
mitting fo much as the leaft Vacancy or Lnter-regnum. « 
They, who for fome time before, had been in the 
tmoft Pain for the Prote/ant Succeffion, and often In- 
ommoded the Publick with their unreafonable Sufpi- 
ions and Jealoufies on account of the pretended Dangers 
of Popery, were now perfectly reconciled and fatisfied : 
All Occafion of future Clamours and Uneafinefs was 
wholly taken from them : Their Mouths were for ever 
wut; and their Minds eas'd of the dreadful Apprehen- 
ions of the Pretender : They faw a Princefs upon the 
Throne, whofe undoubted Right could never be Que- 
tion'd or Cavill’d at; and whofe Zeal for the Prote- 
ant Religion, in its greateft Purity, had been diftin- 
uith’d by fo many fhining Proofs in the worft of Times; 
hat the moft Sceptical and Sufpicious were fully per- 
aded of the Sincerity of Her Profeffion, and unalte- 
ble Validity of Her Royal Refolutions, never, to de- 
ate from the bright Example of Her Pious and Glo- 
hous Predeceffor. 
The Enemies of our Conftitution were in hopes to 


ap 3 plentiful Harveft of Mifchief from this Impor- 


tant Incident ; and confidering the various Alterations 
it was like to make in all the different Interefts that are 
now induftrioully kept on foot, the beft Subjects could 
hardly imagine, it would terminate in fo fortunate an 
Iffue. Providetice has certainly been more Kind to us, 
than we deferv'd ; and the Succefs may ferve to warn 
us, not to be Jealous for the future, unlefs upon the 
moft folid Grounds: The Second Mighty 4 NNE, in 
Imitation of Her great Anceftor, wanted no other Gua- 
ranty, than the Love and Affections of Her People: 
There was no need either of Foreign Allies or Domeftick 
Regents : Great Britain gave into her own Happinefs, 
by a ftrong Inftin& and an eafy Refignation: Both the 
Parties Recogniz'd the new hows ¢ The Loyal City 
of London paid Her their early and moft folemn Con- 
gratulations: No Envoy from the Court of Antwer 
durit enter his Prote/fation ; and the univerfal Acclama- 
tions of the People, attended with fervent Prayers for 
the Young Queen, that Her Reign might be Long and 
Profperous, will, we hope, prove an agreeable Pre- 
lude to Future Joys; lead us infenfibly into a pleafing 
Peifuafion, that our late moft Gracious Sovereien 
Queen ANNE the Fif is fill upon the Throne; and 
prevail with Heaven to grant, thar Her Prefen: Mefiy 
may vaftly exceed Her in Yeais, or at lait equal Her 
in Glory. . 
As an Earneft of exquifite Wiflom and Condu@, 
fuch as might convince a reafonable underflanding 
People 6f the Excefies of their Felicity, and thew them 
what they were to expect in after-Times from fuch a 
Monarch, Her Maje/'y began Her Reign with a moft 
aufpicious Inftance of Hr Royal Goodnef$ and Know- 
ledge of the publick Affairs; by coutinuing the feveral 
Perfons in ee who had refcued the Crown from 
many heavy. Incumbrances, and wrefted it out of the 
Hands of an infolent Confederacy ; whereby it. devolved 
to Her in full Splendor, and became a real Ornament 
to Her Head, without Being a Burden. This Piece of 
Management was equally the Refulr of Gratitude and 
Wifdom: It ftruck a Damp and Chillupon the warm 
fanguine Expectations of Ambition and Avarice: Si- 
lene’d all the Pretenfions of a craving Clamorous Fa- 
étion : Cut off their laft Hopes, he left them truly 
fenfible of the Neceflity and Reafonablenefs of Dij- 
banding ; when the fame Men, who ina furprizing man- 
ner brought the Wa Abroad to a Coaciohon, had ex- 
erted themfelves to put a final End to the Conteft of 
Parties at Home; and Oppreflion and Corruption were 
no longer Steps to Preferment, but the jult Objects of 
common Indignation and Refentment. Happy was It 
for us, that this Occurrence was only a Demife, and not 
a Revolution too! The Back-Door is now {hut avainft 
Fattion"; and after defpairing of any Share in the Ree 
verfion of Power, we may rationally conclude, it is ut- 
terly excluded, and will never more meditate a Return 
When I talk of a Faélion in the prefent Cafe, and of 
their Mifbehaviour and Uneafinefs under fome late 
Difappointments, Tam not to be underftood as intend- 
ing any Reflection upon the Body of the Whigs in ge- 
neral; For, a: 1 hinted above, shi; Paper was written

rely in their Favour. 1 thetein Congratulate them 
on the Accomplifhment of their Withes for the Se- 
rity of the Prote/tant Succeffion : I entirely agree with 
them, that all the fine Things they had been pleas'd t9 
_45-Q~ fay of the immenfe Virtues and other Perfections of 

our LMlurious Succeffor, are abundantly made good in the 

real Character of Her prefent Majeffy ; of winch all Her 

Subjeéts are now made fenfible by ftri& Tryal and Ex- 

erience. If there are any amongft them, who ftill look 
emnene to another Crifis, and are for shortening the 

Reign of the Young Queen, that they may make a fecond 
home Pufh for reviving their old Scheme of a Repul- 
lick, or Saddle us with thofe Heroes, who had almoft 
Rode us down and me wef pe us; what can they fay 
in their Behalf? what Excufe or Apology can they pof- 
fibly invent for them ? It will be a long time before 
the Danger of Popery can be fit to be mention’d: And 
in the mean while, they muft be under a Neceflity of 
difowning thefe hardeti'd Reprobates, as unworthy the 
Name of Whigs, as a Scandal to their Party, an unfound 
rotten Member of their Body Politick; which they 
muft cither cut off themfelves, or deliver up to publick 

uftice, and the univerfal Deteftation of the People. 

Nhen the New Monarch iilues Her firft General Am- 
«nej?y, the Leaders of the FafHon in the late Reign, will be 
the forwardeft to make their Peace in thu, by furnifhing 
a large Bill of Exceptions. 

Tho’ we have a very entertaining Profpec&t now be- 
fore us of many Golden Years to come, and of innu- 
merable Publick Bleffings, referv'd by Providence for 
us and our Pofterity, upon a thorough Reformation of 
the State ; yet it cannot be expetted, that however fond 
of Changing we have been, beyond the Example of all 
the Political Tumblers and Fuzglers of former Ages, we 
fhould grow perfectly Good all on a fudden; and, like 
Pendulums, throw our felvesas much to the Right as 
we did to the Left, running through two different Ex- 
treams ina Moment. We muft have Time given us to 
mend leifurely: The Seeds and Relicks of old Corrup- 
tions will fill hang about us; and fuch eafy Steps are 
to be taken, that our Reformation may carry the face 
of fome Merit, and be imputed wholly to our felves ; 
which might otherwife be reckon’d as the Effect of fu- 
perior Inftinct or Violence, and, by pafling for Mira- 
culous, deprive us of the Praifes due to our pious En- 
deavours and Refolutions.

He did a World of Mifchief in the 
Reign of Queen Anne the Fir, notwithftanding the 
pious Endeavours of that Jncomparable Princefs to re- 
move him fram the Hearts and Lips of all Her Sub- 
jects, and'to banifh him out of Her Dominions: And 
the following Account is a Proof, that even the Second 
mighty Anne cannot yet wholly Conquer and Sup- 
prefs him. ‘
